The H ealth of F arm ers. 
Tho following true words from tho Science 
of Health should be inscribed in letters of gold 
over every farmer’s fireside: 
“Farmers hare 
unequaled natural 
advantages to 
health, 
strength, and longevity. 
Tho ttatlstics of 
diseases and the tables of mortality, however, 
are not against th em. This is due not to their 
vocation, but their misuses of it. 
No class, 
u sa whole, is properly so ntterly reckless of 
health conditions. 
To far as our acquaolancc 
with the habits of farmers is coneerned--and as 
it has been extensive it compels the conclusion, 
as a rule, that tile dietetic habits of fanners 
arc worse than those of any other class who 
have the means of choosing for themselves. 
Fried dishes Berend times a day, with several 
fried articles at each of the three meals, is one 
of their common abominations; dried beef, 
old cheese, and pickles are among the com­ 
mon relishes, while lard and saleratua make 
their richer dainties infectious and caustic. 
Wo have seen on a farmer’s table, fried pork, 
fried eggs, fried jiotatoes, an I fried griddle 
cakes for breakfast; fried ham, fried hominy, 
and fried parsnips for dinner, and fried sausa­ 
ges and fried doughnuts for supper—all the 
frying done in lard. 
No class is so troubled 
with canker, erysipelas, tumors, cancers, and 
humors, as farmers; and the excessive ase of 
pork, lard, fine flour, rich cakes, and greasy 
pastry, are enough to account for it. 
In die­ 
tetic habits, our farmers are sadly misled by 
the agricultural journals, nearly all which pan­ 
der to their prejudices, and flatter their mor­ 
bid appetites tty recommending and commend­ 
ing swine-breederg and pork-eating, while 
they fill their kitchen column with receipts for 
making ‘rich and palatable’ puddings, pies, 
cakes and other complicated dishes, which no 
stomach ever carried inside a humau body 
could long tolerate without death or dyspep­ 
sia. 
The essential need of our farmers is 
plain, wholesome, food, properly cooked.— 
This would would give them much mote avail­ 
able strength for work, relieve them of many 
of the distresses and expenses of sickness, add 
many years to their lives, and render old age 
jrcen' and normal, instead of dry and de­ 
crepit, as it is in most cases under existin'* 
abit*."

The King of Prussia receutly visited a mo­ 
llie manufactory in Iii.- kingdom, in order to 
nee what machinery, combined with the humnn 
hand, could produce. 
Ho was shown a num­ 
ber of superfine needles, thousands of which, 
together, did not weigh half an ounce, aud 
marveled how such minute objects could be 
pierced With un Ojo. 
But he was to see that 
in (hi* respect even something still finer aud 
more jterfect could be created. 
The borer— 
that is, the workman whose business it is to 
boro the eyes in these noddle*—asked for a 
hair from the monarch's head. 
It was readily 
given, aud with a smile. 
Ile placed it at once 
under the boring machine, made a hole in it 
with tho greatest care, furnished it with a 
thread, and then handed the s-ingular needle 
to the astonished king. 
Tile second curious in- die is iii the po-scs- 
stori of Queen Victoria. 
It was made at Un­ 
celebrated needle manufactory at Beddltcb, 
aud represents the column of Trojau in minia­ 
ture. 
This well known Roman column is 
adorned with numerous scenes in sculpture, 
which immortalize Trojan’s heroic actions in 
war. 
On this diminutive needle, scenes in 
the life of Queen Victoria arc represented iu 
relief, but so finely cut and so small, that it 
requires a magnifying glass to see them. 
The 
Victoria needle can, moreover, be opened: it 
contains a number of needles of smaller size, 
which are equally adorned with scenes in 
relief. 


M innesota’s Wheal I’roi*. 


Minneapolis, Mian., July 24.—The Far­ 
mers’ Union, the agricultural organ of the 
State, la this week’s issue, says: “Commence­ 
ment has been made on the great wheat har­ 
vest of Minnesota for 1873, and a most boun­ 
tiful harvest is promised. 
From a careful m . 
timate we think the State can export this year 
30,000,000 bushels of wheat, provided we have 
our usual good weather danug harvest, aud 
provided, furrier, the crop escapes worms and 
s secured.” The Union further advises far­ 
mers to market all their wheat as soon as pos­ 
sible, for fear of still lower prices.

is a silver-white metal, very malleable and 
ductile, and so soft as to bo readily cut with a, 
pair of scissors.

The Health of Farmers. 
The following true words from the Science 
of Health should be inscribed in letters of gold 
over every farmer’s fireside: “Farmers have 
unequaled natural advantages to healthy 
strength, and longevity. The statistics of 
diseases and the tables of mortality, however, 
are not against th cm. This is due not to their 
vocation, but their misuses of It. No class, 
a3 a whole, i3 properly so utterly reckless of 
health conditions. To fur as our acquanlanco 
with the habits of farmers is concerned-and as 
it has been extensive it compels the conclusion, 
as a rule, that the dietetic habits or fanners 
are worse than those of any other class who 
have the means of choosing for themselves. 
Fned dishes several times a day, with several 
fried articles at each of the three meals, is one 
of their common abominations; dried beef, 
old cheese, and pickle» are among the com­ 
mon relishes, while lard and saleratu3 make 
their richer dainties iufeclious and caustic. 
Wo have seen on a farmer’s tabic, fried pork, 
fried eggs, fried potatoes, and fried griddle 
cakes for breakfast; fried ham, fried hominy, 
and fried parsnips for dinner, and fried sausa­ 
ges and fried doughuuts for supper—all the 
frying done in lard. No class is so troubled 
vvitli canker, erysipelas, tumors, cancers, and 
humors, as farmers; and the excessive use of 
pork, lard, fine flour, rich cakes, and greasy 
pastry, are enough to account for it. In die­ 
tetic habits, our fanners are sadly misled by 
the agricultural journals, nearly all which pan­ 
der to their prejudices, and flatter their mor­ 
bid appetites by recommending and commend­ 
ing swine-breeders and pork-eating, while 
they fill their kitchen column with receipts for 
making ‘rich and palatable’ puddings, pies, 
cakes and other complicated dishes, which no 
stomach ever carried inside a human body 
could long tolerate without death or dyspep­ 
sia. The essential need of our farmers is 
plain, wholesome, food, properly cooked.— 
This would would give them much moie avail­ 
able strength for work, relieve them of many 
of the distresses and expenses of sickness, add 
many years to their live3, and render old age 
‘green’ and normal, instead of dry and de­ 
crepit, as it is in most cases under existing 
habits.” 


Taking Tills. 
The surfeiting we all undergo during this 
season of fruit brings into action the family 
pill-box. It is a little singular how much hunt­ 
ing has to be none to find that box. The par­ 
ty who last needed its service dosen’t know 
where he left it, and dosen’t care to think of it 
at all, while he whose turn now occurs isn’t 
exactly tortured to death by anxiety. We 
are not quite sure but that there is a faint 
hope down somewhere in his breast that it 
may not be found at all. lie E els lumps 
forming in his throat as he peers among the 
bottles and boxes which constitute tbo phar­ 
macy at his liouso and when the box finally 
appears, and he feels it in his baxd, there is a 
sensation at the pit of his stomach as if some­ 
body was tryiny to turn that organ over with 
an old brass candlestick. .Some people swal­ 
low a dose of pills without a qualm and after­ 
wards go around looking as proud and over­ 
bearing as a boy whose father plays in a band, 
but the most of us are more delicately consti­ 
tuted, and counting out a dose of pills, while 
some one else gct3 the water, and observe 
that ho dosen’t see how any one can swallow 
the awful things, is about as serious an un­ 
dertaking as can be found on record. There 
is something too awfully solemn about it to 
describe. And it is a little singular that while 
a man can swallow whole wortleberrics, 
cheery-pits, and even buckshot without any 
uneasiness at all, yet a single pill will catch 
in his throat, at a particularly ticklish spot, 
and hang there for hours and make faces at 
his stomach. And a man in a fix like that is 
not exactly the party we would select to con­ 
coct mottoes for a festival.—[Danbury News. 


Two Curious Needles. 
The King of I’russia recently visited a nee­ 
dle manufactory in his kingdom, in order to 
see what machinery, combined with the human 
hand, could produce. He was shown a num­ 
ber of superfine needles, thousands of which, 
together, did not weigh half an ounce, and 
marveled how such minute objects could be 
pierced witli an eye. Rut he was to see that 
in this respect even something still liner and 
more perfect could be created. The borer— 
that is, the workman whoso business it is to 
bore the eyes in these neddles—asked for a 
hair from the monarch’s head. It was readily 
given, and with a smile. He placed it at once 
under the boring machine, made a hole in it 
with the greatest care, furnished it with a 
thread, and then handed the singular needle 
to the astonished king. 
The second curious needle is in the posses­ 
sion of Queen Victoria. It was made at the 
celebrated needle manufactory at Redditcb, 
and represents the column of Trojan in minia­ 
ture. This well known Roman column is 
adorned with numerous scenes in sculpture, 
which immortalize Trojan’s heroic act'ons in 
war. On this diminutive needle, scenes in 
the life of Queen Victoria arc represented in 
relief, but so finely cut and so small, that it 
requires a magnifying glass to see them. The 
Victoria needle can, moreover, lie opened; it 
contains a number of needles of smaller size, 
which arc equally adorned with scenes in 
relief. 


Minnesota’s Wheal Crop. 
Minneapolis, Minn., July 24.—The Far­ 
mers’ Union, the agricultural organ of the 
State, in this week’s issue, says: “Commence­ 
ment has been made on the great wheat har­ 
vest of Minnesota for 1873, and a most boun­ 
tiful harvest is promised. From a careful ^3- 
timate we think the State can export this year 
30,000,000 bushels of wheat, provided we have 
our usual good weather duriug harvest, and 
provided, further, the crop escapes worms and 
s secured.” The Union further advises far­ 
mers to market all their wheat as soon as pos­ 
sible, for fear of still lower prices. 


English Workmen in America. 
American manufacturers are constantly in­ 
troducing workmen from England into their 
mills and factories. I hose men are paid dou­ 
ble the wages they could gain at home from 
the moment the\ are engaged, their passages 
hither are paid, and their terms (of five years 
generally) are worked out faithfully; but then 
they disappear, and their places have to be 
tilled again in a similar manner by others with 
the same result. They save money enough, 
go west and buy a farm, and own their own 
home. 


1’urc Iron, 
Absolutely pure iron is Said to have bee n 
produced by a Russian chemi3t by means of 
the galvanic battery. During the process a 
large quantity of hydrogen wa3 disengaged 
from the ordinary iron used. The pure iron 
is a ailver-whitc metal, very malleable and 
ductile, and so soft as to bo readily cut with a 
pair of icissors. It is very diflerent from iron 
which has been hitherto supposed to be pure. 
It oxidizes very rapidly, and water is decom­ 
posed by it by the rapid absorption oí oxygen.

To any man this 
will bo fatal in tiinc; but when the nightly ca­ 
rouse follows an evening’s performance before 
an audience, and if succeeded by a railway 
journey the next day, the waste of vitality is 
fearfully rapid. Five years of such a life fin­ 
ished poor Charles Browne, lie died in Lon­ 
don in 1867, aged thirty-three years, and he 
now lies buried at tiie homo of his childhood 
—Maine. He was not a deep thinker. He 
was not a man of strong appetites. It was 
the nights wasted in conviviality which his 
system needed for sleep, that sent him to his 
grave forty years before his time.”

“Old B ets" was a very pretty dam sel with a 
Cape Cod chin and M ansard cheek-bones, aud 
was slightly tanned from w earing fashionable 
bonnets w ithout a parasol, which she could 
not carry, as she used both hands picking as 
she ran through th© berry bushes, doing alroot 
as m uch execution as a McCormick reaper. 
In coining hither I saw no place th at exhib­ 
ited so much im provem ent, excepting Chicago 
of course, as Elizabeth iii New Jei say.

There certainly Is 
much lo be said on iioth skier. 
The Pennsylvania C entral, which carries 
you from Philadelphia to P ittsburgh, Is u re­ 
m arkably well-built railroad, and Is run ut 
high speed. 
Pullman, however, should Inter­ 
view the Milwaukee dr St. Paul m an, and take 
a lew lessons from him in building sleeping 
cars. 
The lattcr's are really splendid, not on­ 
ly in ornam entation, but in the success with 
which they accomplish the end sought—quiet 
and the ease and cleanliness of the passenger. 
As it is popularly supposed th at Pullm an ow ns 
tho solo right to run sleeping cars after his 
pattern, it m ay be of interest to readers to 
know th a t one com pany In the United .States 
runs its own and beats him at that. 
But tho- 
the Pullm an cars disappoint the traveler in 
not giving him sleep or freedom from smoke, 
yet the Pennsylvania Central keeps him free* 
from (Inst, us its entire track is ballasted with 
stone. 
Ju st beyond Altoona, where a very tine 
breakfast is served, the ascent of the Allegha- 
nies com m ences. 
Tho grade continues up­ 
ward a t over one hundred feet to the milo for 
about fifteen miles, when the apex is pierced 
with a tunnel, and the descent is accomplished 
by a w inding course of twenty-five miles. The 
transit is accom plished al a speed of about 
twenty-five miles to the hour, the two locomo­ 
tives goiug up a t the rate of a dozen miles an 
hour and the one descending with a rush very 
uear fifty miles aa hour. A t K ittanning Foiut 
is a most rem arkable curve, whore tho differ­ 
ent ends of an ordinary traiu can be seen run­ 
ning in opposite directions. 
Ju st beyoud is 
another curve, but not of such sharp radius. 
The m ountain rises 3000 feet, aud affords some 
rom antic views, bul it lacks the sublim e and 
grand. Tills is mainly owing to the fact th at it 
Is heavily wooded, and Us succession of spurs, 
which shooting out from either side of the 
valley 'prevent a broad and extended view. At 
no point of the ascent can more than a thou­ 
sand feet of the hight be taken in at a glance. 
Still it Is lovely and attractive, and w orth see­ 
ing, although disappointing to all who expect 
a grand display of N ature’s grouping.

Im m ediately after lost tho red 
light; put lh.' helm hard to port und stopped 
the engines. 
Directly saw a bauk heading 
apparently aliout northeast, crossing our bows. 
Reversed 
the engines full sptec, notw ith­ 
standing which she cam e directly 
into us, 
striking 
us 
a 
little 
on 
the 
port 
bow aud a little abaft the bark'* forerigging. 
The tim e from the collision till the bark sank 
could not have been more than five minutes. 
Stopped the engines, lowered the quarter 
boats to search for the survivors; threw over­ 
board buoys and ropes. 
One m an swim m ing 
close to the ship cau g h t a life buoy and was 
picked up by oue of the boats. 
A nother drift­ 
ed alongside on p art of the wreck and was 
hauled on board. 
A third was rescued from 
tile bark’s boat, which was full of water. 
The 
boats continued in the immediate vicinity of 
Hie wreck for two and a half hours, bu t could 
discover no farther traces of the crew, with 
some difficulty succeeding in getting one boat 
up,

• lie C ountry W an ts More M oney. 
With the close ot the summer solstice, aud 
the return of the numbers of season absentóos 
to our larger commercial centres, the subject 
of practical everyday business fife will rapidly 
take that precedence which of late has been 
temporarily obscured for reasous intimated. 
Concerning the fall trade speculation, how. 
ever yet seemingly useless, is far from being 
idle. 
Many of those beginning so indulge in 
it have a hopeful strain. 
We earnestly hope 
they may not be disappointed in their reckon­ 
ings. 
We feel, however, judging from the ex­ 
perience of several past years, that it is wiser 
not to expect overmuch in the way of any 
sudden healthy increase of trade. 
And why ? 
Simply because the limited amount of national 
currency in circulation is insufficient for the 
actual 
growing 
business 
needs of the 
United States and Territories. 
How often is 
heard the always joint expression, “ Business 
is dull and money is tig h t!’’ Just so long as 
two and two make four must business have 
for its successful prosecution enough money to 
transact it with. Right here, what do we fiud? 
Three hundred and thirty-six millions of dol­ 
lars of national currency, restricted to that 
amount by Congressional enactment, passed 
•everal years since, for the business needs of 
this vast land. 
Of the sum just given, but 
$36,000,000 have been added to the original 
enactm ent! 
Why this limit of our circulating 
medium, unless its security is Dot what it 
should be? With full and satisfactory securities, 
why afraid to give the business men of the 
land every advantage to increase their facili­ 
ties and risks, instead of hampering them 
and paralyzing their usual ordinary' ventares? 
Also, what facilities are now afforded heavy 
monied men to lock up large amounts of cur­ 
rency for a time, and bring about a pecuniary 
pressure. 
At present the spectacle is seen of 
an expanding country, with growing business 
interests and demands, receiving armies in 
number of foreigh emigrants each year, 
yet 
allowing 
just 
so 
much 
and 
no moro money to bo used. 
Possibly the 
cause is a politician’s trick—tho powere that 
he having become rearful of the senseless hue 
and cry of “inflation.” 
Was ever a more silly 
»SM8» alleged against an existing scarcity of 


money that causes the prevalence of hard 
times with a vengeance ? Were we an old, 
decrepid nation at a stand still, or on the 
verge of immediate retrogression in popula­ 
tion, a fixed amount of circulating medium 
would be excused; but situated as we are, 
the limitation of currency is as suicidal as. to 
I lace limits on the amofint of grain to be 
raised or the exteut of business to be trans­ 
acted. 
The return to a uuiform system of 
specie paymonts, however desirable, can’t well 
be forced, but when practicable will come in 
gotfff ITmik ’ Meanwhile present emergencies 
arc neither to be trifled with, nor uoduly post­ 
poned. 
However, growl as we may, all must 
wait the next session of Congress, and the 
endless scheming and talk of the modern 
Solons títere assembled before practical relief 
can be afforded. 
Even then it may be denied; 
but of that let no future business troubles, of 
which the present are possibly bu t a shadow, 
be borrowed.

1500 Mil e s from H ome,

Minn esota, Aug. 13, 1873. j 
When Uncle Ned, the venerable patriarch, 
told his colored brethren to “ lay down de 
shovel and de hoe,” he uttered just such a 
wise remark as one would expect from an in­ 
dividual who “had no hair on the top of his 
head, the place where the hair ought to grow.” 
Bat I suspect that Uncle Ned would consider a 
bow of fifteen hundred miles too long for even 
a newspaper man to draw. 
I will not ask readers of The Freeman to 
follow the details of a journey over the now 
well-beaten track from the Metropolis to the 
Star of the North, as runs the motto of Minne­ 
sota. 
She might as truly be called the Land 
of Many Waters, for lakes innumerable make 
her a string of pearls. 
I counted on the map 
yesterday twenty-six lakes in the immediate 
vicinity of St. Paul. 
If you wish to know exactly where I am you 
will find it designated on the map as St. Cloud, 
a city in whoso streets we hear the scnorous 
ring of the steam saws continually converting 
the pine logs of the upper Mississippi into 
lumber.

I have besides a very pretty medi­ 
cine charm to wear around the neck. 
It was 
formerly the property of a Gros Ventre lady, 
whose Indian name is Ha-za-. -yon-kc-win—in 
English “ the woman who picks berries run­ 
ning.” 
Vulgarly she was called “ Old Bets,” 
aud she is put down as 120 years old. 
Her 
case is a sad warning, as she was cut off thus 
prematurely by the early use of tobacco, and 
even this charm could not save her. 
It is 
ornamented with as handsome a frog as our 
Sclmitzler ever captured, and lias besides the 
ordinary accomplishments the power of ward­ 
ing off evil influences and can probably do a 
small business in frightening mosquitoes. 
“Old Bets” was a very pretty damsel with a 
Cape Cod chin and Mansard cheek-bones, and 
was slightly tanned from wearing fashionable 
bonnets without a parasol, which she could 
not carry, as she used both hands picking a3 
she ran through the berry bushes, doing about 
as much execution as a McCormick reaper. 
In coining hither I saw no place that exhib­ 
ited so much improvement, excepting Chicago 
of course, as Elizabeth in New Jersey. I could 
see from the car windows at least a hundred 
new houses just receiving the finishing touches. 
As they are all very nice ones, suggestive of 
elegance aud refinement, and besides located 
on broad avenues with ample door-yards, the 
effect is very fine and even brilliant. 
No vil­ 
lage or city in the we3t, always excepting the 
Metropolis of the Prairies, shows such extra­ 
ordinary and at the same time such substan­ 
tial progress. 
The red soil of New Jersey left behind, we 
are in Philadelphia, and a nice village-city it is. 
No other title will so accurately describe it as 
the one I have chosen. 
While large, rich and 
full of people, there seems to be a general ac­ 
quaintance among the citizens and a lack of 
that reserve that conies with the rush aud 
mingling of strange elements in the larger 
metropolis. 
Fcople seemed to know each 
other there, and I noticed that young ladie3 
promenaded the streets as late as nine in the 
evening unattended, and even went to the 
theatre without the company of gentlemen. 
It does not need that I speak of the regularity 
or cleanliness of her streets, as their fame is" 
world-wide, but I don’t know that anybody 
has spoken of her mules. 
In these she is sim­ 
ply immense, and it looks odd to see string 
after string ot mules nine in a row with a 
horse leading dragging the freight cars through 
the streets. 
It is supposed that the bray of 
the animal is less disquieting to the nerves oi 
men and horse3 than the shrill whistle of the 
locomotive, but I believe tlie point has never 
been fully determined. 
There certainly is 
much to be said on both side*. 
The Pennsylvania Central, which carries 
you from Philu.elphia to Pittsburgh, is a re- 
niaikably well-built railroad, and is run at 
high speed. 
Pullman, however, should inter­ 
view the Mil waukee & St. Paul man, and take 
a few lessons from him in building sleeping 
cars. 
The latter’s are really splendid, not on­ 
ly in ornamentation, hut in tho success with 
which they accomplish the end sought—quiet 
and the case and cleanliness of the passeuger. 
As it is popularly supposed that Pullman owns 
the solo right to run sleeping cars after his 
pattern, it may be of interest to readers to 
know that one company in the United States 
runs its own and beats him at that. 
But tho- 
the Pullman cars disappoint the traveler in 
not giving him sleep or freedom from smoke, 
yet the Pennsylvania Central keeps him free 
from dust, as its entire track is ballasted with 
stone. 
Just beyond Altoona, where a very tine 
breakfast is served, the ascent of the Allegha- 
nies commences. 
Tho grade continues up­ 
ward a t over one hundred feet to the mile for 
about llfteen miles, when the apex is pierced 
with a tunnel, and the descent is accomplished 
by a winding coarse of ttventy-flve mile3. The 
transit is accomplished at a speed of about 
twenty-live miles to the hour, the two locomo­ 
tivos going up at the rate of a dozen miles an 
hour and the one descending with a rush very 
near fifty miles an hour. At Kittanning Point 
is a most remarkable curve, where the difier­ 
en t ends of an ordinary train can be seen run­ 
ning in opposite directions. 
Just beyond is 
another curve, but not of such sharp radius. 
The mountain rise3 3000 feet, and affords some 
romantic views, but it lacks the sublime and 
grand. This is mainly owing to the fact that it 
is heavily wooded,and its succession of spurs, 
which shooting out from either side of the 
valley prevent a broad and extended view. At 
no point of the ascent can more than a thou­ 
sand feet of the bight be taken in at a glance. 
Still it is lovely and attractive, and worth see­ 
ing, although disappointing to all who expect 
a grand display of Nature’s grouping.

gers who were on the train who came down 
last night from Chicago stale that until the 
arrival of the relief train iu charge of Su-’ 
perintendent McMullen everything that was 
done to release the unfortunates from .the 
wreck and alleviate 
the sufferings ou the 
scalded 
had 
to 
be done by 
uninjured 
passengers. 
The 
conductor, 
they 
say, 
left the wreck before a single person had been 
extricated and went to Lernont to telegraph to 
tho Superintendent, while the passengers 
carried the wounded and dying from the 
wreck and with such appliances as they had 
ministered to their wants, tearing up pillow 
cases from the sleeping cars for bandages and 
improvising beds for them. 
Two physicians 
came from Lemont soon after the collision oc­ 
curred, hut it is said brought nothing in the 
way of medicines or instruments with them 
and were therefore of little use. 
Miss Tracy, 
daughter of the editor of a Houston, Texas, 
paper, who was with -her father on the train, 
is spoken of in terms of the highest praise for 
her noble attention to the wounded. 
When 
the relief train from Chicago arrived It brought 
everything necessary for the coinfort of the 
victims, several of whom, however, had died. 
Some of the passengers state that it was 2:30 
A. M. before the relief train arrived. 


T H E NATIONAL CA PITA L.

Montgomery, from Montreal for Glasgow, with 
a cargo of grain and flour.

A party has explored Nevele falls for that 
purpose, and expect lf this stream is com­

ble the Ellenville people will submit to another 
lax for the improvement of these works. They 
have already paid $35,000 and have no water;

From a letter dated ut Berlin, July 27th, lo 
William M. Hayes, Esq., of this city, from his 
son Augustus, we liavo been permitted to 
make the following extracts: We took the 
3:45 I rain on Monday the I itll for Brussels, 
and passed through a number of pretty Til- 
lagos; al one of these stops we had our bag­ 
gage examined, which we find a great nuisance 
all along our route. 
It is merely a form, lint 
still we all have to leave Hie cars and are sel­ 
dom made to open our luggage. 
We arrived 
at Brussels at 10:35 and proceeded lo the 
Hotel de Belle Vue, where we obtained rooms. 
On Tuesday we took a carriage and rode ulxiut 
tin1 city, visiting Hie Cathedral, Weirt's Gallery 
of Painting- and other interesting places. - 
Strolled in the fine Park and listened to the 
music, walked through the principal street, 
rode iii a street car and saw all the finer por­ 
tions of the city, but, laking it altogether, I 
find it rallier a dirty place. 
Our bill at Brus­ 
sels was an outrageous one. 
We left for Rot­ 
terdam on Wednesday at 5:20, going part of 
the way fly boat, and arrived at 10:45, staying 
a while iii the quaint city of Antwerp, to 
view Its fine churches and galleries. 
The city 
is noted as tieing Hie birth and burial place of 
th* great painter, Rubens. 
In Rotterdam on 
Thursday we were in sight of the Zuyder Zee, 
and visited tho Cathedral and Park. 
After 
table d hole of about twenty-five course* we 
left. 
Stopped at the Hague, which contains 
many line public building? and is the capital 
of the Netherlands, or Holland. 
It is here 
the King sit?. 
From Hague we went to Har­ 
lem, where we remained but a short time on 
our route to Amsterdam, where we arrived at 
8:15 P. M., passing on the way thousand? of 
those old-fashioned windmill*, scattered all 
over the country.

The hall-rooiu is the 
handsomest and highest in Hie world, tile ceil­ 
ing being one hundred feet in height. 
Iii the 
throne room I had the novel experience of 
sitting on the K ing's throne. 
I la ’ interior 
wails of this palace are mostly of marble, ele­ 
gantly carved. 
The painting? it contains are 
very line. 
Leaving tiiis beautiful palace we 
took a cab lo see (lie principal purls of Am­ 
sterdam. 
Visited Hie Crystal Palace, rode 
through tho Park and saw the greater pait of 
that city of islands arid canal*. 
I spent tho 
remainder of the day viewing it on foot, and 
saw the finest segar store I have ever seen. 
The queerest thing was (to peculiarity of the 
Dutch women’s dress. 
They have great spiral 
wires fastened to a brass plate which covers 
ll^-ir heads and their drc?3 you can imagine. 
From Amsterdam we went to Hanover, pass­ 
ing, through Hie finest country I have y.'t seen. 
Oar way lei us through Utrecht and Arnhem, 
two beautiful cities, the former of which has a 
fine cathedral; the tower i* three hundred aud 
twenty feet high and ll was erected iii 1382. 
After loitering by the way to see all that is 
Interesting, Mr. Hayes arrived at Berlin on 
Tuesday, July 23d, and in ids letter he gives 
descriptions of bis night-seeing in thut city,

The EUenville people are greatly troubled 
about their water works. 
During the past 
inouth there has hardly beeu water enough 
for ordinary purposes, and it lmd to be shut 
off during the night iu order to have enougli 
water in the reservoir to Oil the pipes during 
the day. 
In the spring a strict law was passed 
by the Commissioners that no one should 
water the streets from the water pipes. 
Thi3 
rule created a great’deal^of trouble and made 
the Commissioners very unpopular. 
The in­ 
terested parties are now looking around for 
some other stream to help 1111 up the reservoir. 
A party lias explored Nevele falls for that 
purpose, and expect if this stream is com­ 
bined with the Buttermilk stream they will be 
able to 
raise 
water enougli at least to 
wash the livery wagons. 
It is hardly proba­ 
ble the EUenville people will submit to another 
tax for the improvement of these works. They 
have already paid $33,000 and have no water; 
they wi'J hardly care to sink anything more in 
the enterprise. 
The EUenville people are very prou I of their 
cemetery, and in time it will be oae of the 
hundsomest places known. No labor or money 
has been spared to improve it. This cemetery 
runs from the roadway to the top of the hill, 
and the trees have been placed in half circles 
around its side, giving it a very pretty look. A 
carriage way ha3 also been laid out and runs 
rouud the hill, thence across to the Fantinc- 
kill stream. 
Near by is the Fantiuekill Falls, 
a most picturesque spot. 
The EUenville fountaiu is something like the 
great Catskill Falls. 
In order to get a good 
stream of water in this fountain the water is 
shut oil during the night and then when let on 
does good execution 
The EUenville people are discussing the 
question whether or not President Grant was 
drunk while at Kingston. 
It seems a drover 
or some sort of cattle driver from the Drowned 
Lands was in Kingston when the President 
passed through on his way to the Overlook. 
Well, this drover didn’t see the President, but 
one of his cattle drivers did from the corner 
of the street, and this cattle driver told the 
drover the President was drunk. 
The drover 
told this in EUenville on his way after another 
lot of beeves and sheep, and as one of the edi­ 
tors of a certain paper heard it, ho thought 
the evidence sufficient to prove the President 
very intemperate indeed. 
Tln> Elleuville young folks have discovered 
another most romantic place near their beauti­ 
ful village and have duly named it Elfin Falls. 


E u r o p e a n Ita m b lc s . 
From a ietter dated at Berlin, July 27th, to 
William M. Hayes, Esq., of this city, from his 
son Augustus, we have been permitted to 
make the following extracts: We took the 
3:45 train on Monday the 14th for Brussels, 
and passed through a number of pretty vil­ 
lages; atone of these slops we had our bag­ 
gage examined, which wefind a groat nuisance 
all along our route. 
It is merely a form, but 
still we all have to leave the cars and are sel­ 
dom made to open our luggage. 
We arrived 
at Brussels at 10:35 and proceeded to the 
Hotel de Belle Vue, where we obtained rooms. 
On Tuesday wc took a carriage and rode about 
the city, visiting the Cathedral,Weirt’s Gallery 
of Paintings and other interesting places.— 
Strolled in the fine Park and listened to the 
music, walked through the principal street, 
rode in a street car and saw all the finer por­ 
tions of the city, but, taking it altogether, I 
find it rather a dirty place. 
Our bill at Brus­ 
sels was an outrageous one. 
We left for Rot­ 
terdam on Wednesday at 5:20, going part of 
the way by boat, and arrived at 10:45, staying 
a while in the quaint city of Antwerp, to 
view its fine churches and galleries. 
The city 
is noted as being the birth and burial place oí 
the great painter, Rubens. 
In Rotterdam on 
Thursday we were in sight of the Zuyder Zee, 
and visited the Cathedral and Park. 
After 
table d'hote of about twenty-five courses we 
left. 
Stopped at the Hague, which contains 
many fine public buildings and is the capital 
of the Netherlands, or Holland. 
It is here 
the King sits. 
From Hague we went to Har­ 
lem, where we remained but a short time on 
our route to Amsterdam, where we arrived at 
8:15 P. M., passing on the way thousands of 
those old-fashioned windmills, scattered all 
over the country. 
In the morning we visited 
the Dutch Museum or Gallery of Paintings, 
the King’s (William III.) palace, a most 
elaborate and grand 
structure, especially 
the interior. 
Saw his bed-room banqueting 
hall, ball-room, etc. 
The ball-room is tbe 
handsomest and highest in the world, the ceil­ 
ing being one hundred feet in height. 
In the 
throne room I had the novel experience of 
sitting on the King’s throne. 
The interior 
walls of this palace are mostly of marble, ele­ 
gantly carved. 
The paintings it contains are 
very fine. 
Leaving this beautiful palace we 
took a cab to see the principal parts of Am­ 
sterdam. 
Visited tlic Crystal Palace, rode 
through the Park and saw the greater part of 
that city of islands and canals. 
I spent the 
remainder of the day viewing it on fool, and 
saw the finest segar store I have ever seen. 
The queerest thing was the peculiarity of the 
Dutch women’s dress. 
They have great spiral 
wires fastened to a brass plate which covers 
tlifir beads and their dress you can imagine. 
From Amsterdam wc went to Hanover, pass­ 
ing. through the finest country I have yet seen. 
Our way led us through Utrecht and Arnhem, 
two beautiful cities, the former of which lias a 
fine cathedral; the tower is three hundred aud 
twenty feet high and It was erected in 1382. 
After loitering by the way to see all that is 
interesting, Mr. Ilaycs arrived at Berlin on 
Tuesday, July 23d, and in his letter he gives 
descriptions of bis sight-seeing in that city, 
which want of space prevents us from giving.

Local ins: Farm lluiuliiiirs. 
Buildings boing Hie most important perma­ 
nent improvement that can bo put upon the 
home farm, there should bo special pains ta­ 
ken in the location of the same. 
It is nota 


difficult matter to find large numbers of hus­ 
bandmen in any rural district who are dissat­ 
isfied with the construction and situation of 
tbe dwellings, barns, Ac. Where buildings 
are to be erected new, a careful survey of the 
land should be made, and such a point chosen 
for tho dwelling and its surroundings a* will 
be the most healthful, and at the same time 
convenient as to highway, 
We have kuown farmers to locate residences 


upon low ground, when elevated and desirable 
sites were abundant, simply because a few 
fruit trees, and perhaps, a small barn, had 
been put there unwisely by some one years 
before. Others to continue a residence where 
the first hut was built when clearing the farm. 
It should be remembered that the health of the 
household Is of more importance than uny 
consideration, aud that wherever the residence 
and other farm buildings are located, the com­ 
forts of shade and fruits, under the manage­ 
ment of good farmers, will soon grace aud 
blo** the locality with plenty. 
After the best possible site has been chosen 


for the residence, all things considered, the 
relative position for theout-buildings next call 
for attention. 
We do not believe in having 


them all iu a huddle, but would place the 
stoek-barn so that the cow-yard or stable 
would not be so far away as to make the car­ 
rying of milk a task, or so as lo have to pass 
through tall grass in Summer, or snow-banks 
in Winter, fo reach it. The horse-ba rn also 
should be situated so that the stablc-door will 
open into the barn-yard or lane, for the con­ 
venience of taking in or turning out horses.— 
The dairy-house we would have between the 
duelling ami cow-lutm for the convenience of 
both the milkers aud the housewife, and the 
other buildings at such points as to Im* rho 
most accessible for the pur]roses designed. 
Where buildings are already unhandily lo­ 
cated, we say, lf means will permit, move 
them into desired positions. 
With the pres­ 
ent (acuities for lifting aud moving structures, 
the task Is Hot arduous or very expensive.— 
filii) expended in this way will bo returned in 
convenience and tile saving of labor in a short 
time, aud tho farm, perhaps, enhanced in

Locating: Farm Buildings. 
Buildings beiug tlie most important perma­ 
nent improvement that can be put upon the 
home farm, there should be special pains ta­ 
ken iu the location of the same. 
It is not a 
difficult matter to find large numbers of bus- 
baudmeu in noy rural district who are dissat­ 
isfied with the construction and situation of 
the dwellings, barns, &c. 
Where buildings 
arc to be erected new, a careful survey of -the 
land should be made, and such a point chosen 
for the dwelliug and its surroundings a s will 
be the most healthful, and at the same time 
convenient as to highway. 
We have known farmers to locate residences 
upon low ground, when elevated and desirable 
sites were abundant, simply because a few 
fruit trees, and perhaps, a small barn, liad 
been put there unwisely by some one years 
before. 
Others to continue a residence where 
the first hut was built when clearing the farm. 
It should be remembered that the health of ti c 
household is of.m ore importance than ony 
consideration, and that wherever the residence 
and other farm buildings are located, the com­ 
forts or shade and fruits, under the manage­ 
ment of good farmers, will soon grace and 
I dess the locality with plenty. 
After the best possible site lias been chosen 
for the residence, all things considered, the 
relative position for the out-buildings next call 
for attention. 
We do not believe in having 
them all in a huddle, but would place the 
stock-l^arn so that the cow-yard or stable 
would not be so far away as to make the car­ 
rying of milk a task, or so as to have to pass 
through tall grass in Summer, or snow-banks 
iu Winter, fo reach it. 
The horse-barn also 
should be situated so that the stablc-door will 
open into the barn-yard or lane, for the con­ 
venience of taking in or turning out horses.— 
The dairy-house we would have between the 
dvtelling and cow-barn for the convenience of 
both the milkers and the housewife, and the 
other buildings at such points as to be ilic 
most accessible for the purposes designed. 
Where buildings are already unhandily lo­ 
cated, we say, It' means will permit, move 
them into desired positions. 
With the pres­ 
ent facilities for lifting and moving structures, 
the task is not arduous or very expensive.— 
$100 expended in this way will be returned in 
convenience and the saving of labor in a abort 
time, and the farm, perhaps, enhanced in 
value several times that amount by the more 
attractive appearance given it.

The People of the Stale o f N e w York, re p re ­ 
sented in ten a te and Assem bly, do enact ax fol­ 
lows: 


S e c t i o n 1. The question whether the offices 
»f chief judge and associate judgo of tho court 
of appeals, tho justices of the supreme court, 
tho judgos of tho superior court of tho city of 
New York, ofth o court of common pleas of tho 
city and county of Now York, of the superior 
court of Buffalo, of the city court of Brooklyn, 
and th e county judge of tho several counties of 
this State, shall hereafter ho tilled by appoint­ 
m ent, shall be subm itted to the electors o f this 
State, at.tlio general olection to bo held on the 
T uesday’sueceeding the first Monday of Novem ­ 
ber next, as provided iu section seventeen of ar­ 
ticle six of tho constitution of this State, in tho 
m anner hereinafter m entioned. 
§ 2. T he inspectors ol election in each elec­ 
tion district in tho Stato shall provide two 
boxes, in which they shall deposit the ballots of 
the doctors upon tho question whether the 
judges and justices ot tho several courts named 
in the first section of this act shall hereafter bo 
filled by appointment. 
One of said boxes shall 
bo labeled “appointment or election of the chief 
judge and associate judges of the court of ap­ 
peals and of justices of tho suprem e court.” Tho 
other one Bhall be labeled “ appointment or elec­ 
tion o f judgO B of city ard county courts.” Each 
citizen entitled to vote at such election m ay vote 
two ballots, as follow s: One of them shall bo en­ 
dorsed “ appointment or election of the chief 
ju dge and associate judges of tho court of an-- 
peala, aud of the justices of the supremo cou it 
“ and shall contain on tho inside, w hen’ folded’

§ 3. Tlio inspectors of election in cadi clc;- 
tion district, after tho closing of tho polls of 
Hitch election, shall count and canvass separate­ 
ly the ballots deposited in each of the said boxes 
iu the tuanuer prescribed by law in reference to 
other elections, aud shall ascertain the whole 
number of ballots upon each of tho questions to 
be subm itted as aforesaid. 
Tho inspectors, af­ 
ter having so counted said ballots, shall set 
down in writing the wholo number of such bal­ 
lots upon each question, and tho wholo number 
lor and against each of the said questions, and 
shall certify and mako return of tlie said seve­ 
ral votes iu the samo manner as prescribed by 
law in reference to other ballots at a general 
election. 
§ -1. The votes so given shall bo canvassed by 
tho several boards of county canvassers at the 
next m eeting thereof after such election, and 
tho aggregate results iu tho several c.uutios 
shall bo canvassed and certified bv tlie board of 
State canvassers. 
The existing laws in refer­ 
ence to a general election shall in all rcspocts, 
so far as applicable, apply to and regulate the 
proceedings and duties of the said board of 
county and State canvassers, and of tho county 
clorks and secretary o t State. Erom tlie state­ 
m ents made to the board of State canvassers it 
shall determine whether a majority of tlie votes 
upon tho questions subm itted to tho electors of 
tho ¡State, as herein provided, be in the affirma­ 
tive or negative. Tho said board shall make a 
certificate of such determination and shall de­ 
liver tlie same to tho secretary of State, who 
shall tile the same in his office. 
§ G. If a majority of all the ballots indorsed 
“Appointment or election of chief judge aud a s­ 
sociate judges of the court of appeals and of 
justices of the supreme court” shall be iu tho af­ 
firmative, then tho said officers shall not after 
said election be elective, but, as vacancies occur, 
they shall be filled l>y appointment by the gov­ 
ernor, by and with tiie advice and consent of tin 
senate, or if the senate be not in session, by the 
governor ; but in such case ho shall nominate to 
tlie senate when next convened, and such appoint­ 
m ent by tho governor aiono shall expire at tlie 
end of that session ; but if the majori-y of said 
ballots so endorsed be in the negative, then the 
said officers shall bo elective, as heretofore. 
If 
a majority of tho ballots indorsed “Appoint­ 
m ent or election of judges of city aiul county 
courts” shall contain on the inside the question 
as hereinbefore provided, answered m ihe af­ 
firmative, then the said officers m entioned in the 
said question shall not alter saul election he 
elective, but as vacancies occur they shall be 
tilled by appointment by tlie governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, or if 
the senate bo not in session, by the governor ; 
but in such case lie shall nom inate to the sen­ 
ate, when next convened, and such appointment 
by tho governor alone shall expire at the end of 
that session; but if a majority of the ballots 
so indorsed shall be answered in tiie negative, 
then the said officers shall bo elected as hereto­ 
fore. 
§ 6. It shall be tlie duty of the secretary of 
State to cause the said questions, together with 
the farms of tho ballots as herein specified, to bo 
published iu two or more newspapers in each of 
the counties of this state, tho sam e number of 
tim es prior to the said election as is now re­ 
quired by law to he published of tho officers to 
be elected and tho offices to be filled at such 
election ; such newspapers to ho designated by 
the Secretary of Stato in th e m anner now pro­ 
vided by law for designating newspapers to pub­ 
lish election notices ; but no neglect or failure 
to publish, or informality of publication shall 
impair the validity of sueli election. 
§ 7. It shall be the duty of the secretary of ¡state 
to include in and causo to be published with tho 
election notices for ‘lie said general election, a 
notice in substance and effect as follow s: “ Pur­ 
suant to section seventeen of article six of tlie 
constitution of this State, two questions will he 
subm itted to the electors of this State, to be 
voted upon separate ballots, as follows: 1st. 
Shall tlie offices of chief judge and associate 
judge of the court of appeals, and of justice of 
the supremo court he hereafter filled by ap­ 
pointm ent. 
2d, Shall the offices of the judge 
of the superior court of tlie city of New York, 
the court of common pleas of tho city ami 
couuty of New York, the judge of tho superior 
court of Buffalo, the judge of the city court of 
Brooklyn, and the judge of the couuty courts 
of the several counties of this State be hereaf­ 
ter filled by appointment.”
